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A PAINFUL SCENE 


OVER THE RETURNED 
OF MR. AND MRS. WEYSE. 


A Little Lord Fauntleroy Who Had 
Forgotten His Mother—Extreme 
Bitterness on the Part of the 
Family—A Detective Disliked. 


Another scene .was enacted yester- 
day afternoon in the domestic tragedy 
of the Weyse family, which bas occu- 
pied the attention of the public for 
several days past.

Mrs. Rudolph Weyse 
was made happy Thursday by a decree 
of divorce and the custody of her little 
girl, Julia Weyse, and Otto Weyse was 
granted four days in which to produce 
his boy, Otto Weyse, Jr., or be pun- 
ighed ior contempt of court. Yester- 
day was the last of the four days, and 
the mother was notified that she could 
see her boy if she called at the former 
family residence of the Weyse’s on San 
Pedro street. The original order of 
Judge Wade, which Otto Weyse 
attempted to evade, was that he should 
allow the mother to see her son be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 5 o’clock each 
day, when she wished it. The notifi- 
cation specified the hour of 2 o’clock, 
and at that hour the visit was made. 

Detective Lawson and Constable 
Clements accompanied Mrs. Otto G. 
Weyse and Mrs. Kudolph Weyse and 
daughter to the family residence, and 
a@ecene took place which almost beg- 
gars description.

Mrs. Weyse Was 80 nervous, 
however, that she jumped to the con- 
clusion that she had been denied ad- 
mittance and started down the front 
steps. Constable Clements persuaded 
her to come back and they entered the 
house.

WHEELING’S TRIAL 


Slow Work in Getting a Jury—An 
Extra Panel. 

The Wheeling murder trial is des- 
tined to be a long and a stubbornly- 
contested one. All day yesterday was 
spent in a vain endeavor to secure a 
jury. Judge Cheney grew very tired 
over the wearisome proceedings. The 
counsel in the case are talented, and it 
‘was readily apparent yesterday that 
no points would be missed on either 
side. Messrs. Shinn, E igerton & Ling, 
counsel for the defendant, were very 
search'ng and deliberate in their selec- 
tions of jurors—much more so than 
the prosecution. Mr. Gage and Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly propounded few 
questions to jurymen. Their principal 

uestion was as to whether or not the 

uror possessed conscientious scruples 
which would prevent him from return- 
ing a verdict of guilty if the facts 
justified it, where it would inflict a 
death penalty. The defense entered 
into a minute series of questions in re- 

rd to the 1 of jurors. 

© principal line of their questioning 
was in regard to the knowledge of the 
case by jurors, whether or noc they 
were acquainted with the rties, 
whether or not they belon to any 
secret societies, and they even asked 
several of them if they are or ever have 
been clients of Mr. Gage. 

The panel was exhausted at 4 0’clock, 
at which time eight jurors had been 
obtained. Their names are: D. Jones, 
William Behm, George Weeks, C. B. 
Crist, E. F. Charnock, J. R. Denny, W. 
G. McMullen and J. W. Goodwin. 

At that time there were two jurors 
in the box who had just been called 
butmot examined. The Court ordered 
an extra panel of 20 jurors to be se- 
lected from the eo of the county,and 
the venire returnable Monday morning 
at 10 o’clock.

THE SUPREME COURT ON THE 
LANNAGAN ‘CASE, 


The Case Remanded for a Now 
Trial—Instructions of the Lower 
Court Quoted and Commented 
Upon — What Caused Stack’s 
Death. 


The William Lannagan case before 
the Supreme Court, which has been de- 
cided by that tribunal, embraces gome 
interesting points, and the decision is 
given in full. Lannagan was accused 
of the murder of aman named Stack 
atSan Fernando on the night of the 
last Presidential election. The case 
was tried before Judge Cheney of the 
Superior Court, and the defendant was 
convicted of manslaughter. The case 
went to the Supreme Court, and it re- 
versed the decision of the lower court. 

Henry T. Gage, Esq., defended 
Lannagan, and the contention before 
the jury was that the deceased died, 
not at the hands of the defendant, but 
from injuries received two days before 
the encounter. 

The decision was as follows:

Lannagan, appellant.

One of the char of the Court to 
the jury is copied from the charge in 
People vs. Houg Ah Duck (61 Cal., 
394), and is the same charge which was 
repeated in People vs. Bushton, No. 
20,517, decided August 1, 1888. There, 
aiter mature consideration, it was held 
to be erroneous. On the authority of 
that case the judgment and order ap- 
pealed from in this case must be re- 
versed. (See, alao, People vs. Elliott, 
No. 20,455, August 30, 1889.) 

As the case will go back far new 
trial, we are asked also to consider 
other points made in this appeal. 

The Court, at the request of the 
prosecution, gave the following charge: 

„It the death of the deceased was 
accelerated by the violence of the pris- 
oner bis guilt is not extenuated because 
death might, and probably would, have 
been the result of any disease with 
which the deceased was afflicted at the 
time of the violence.“ 

This charge is quoted from an ap- 
proved text writer, and in a rest 
case may be accepted as sound law. 
But in this case it was insisted, and 
there was evidence tending to show, 
that the only blows given to the de- 
ceased by the prisoner were given with 
the fists only, and were given in self- 
defense; also that the deceased died of 
disease produced by injuries received 
at the hands of defendant. It might, 
therefore, be that the violence of the 
prisoner“ was not unlawful. If it was 
not then no guilt would follow from it, 
even if death had had resulted from 
such violence. It follows, under 
these circumstrnces, that this charge 
may have been misleading to the jury.

The exception to the second char 
given by the Court to the jury at the 
request of the prosecution is not well 
taken. It is not open to the criticism 
of assuring the guilt of the defendant, 
as claimed by appellant, but simply 
holds that if the jury find certain facts 
(of which they must be satisfied beyond 
a reasOnable doubt), from which the 
law presumes him to be guilty, then his 
guilt is not extenuated by reason of 
the existence of certain other desig- 
nated facts; and it correctly states the 
law on that subject. 

What is claimed to have been oral 
dying declarations of the deceased were 
given in evidence. Among the decla- 
rations of deceased so given in evi- 
dence were not only statements of fact 
as to what occurred between himself 
and the defendant, but also his opin- 
ion as to the character of the particu- 
lar injuries of which he was dying. 
Objection was made to the evidence of 
this opinion of the deceased, and ex- 
ception taken to the order overrulin 
such objection. This exception is we 
taken. Matters of opinion in dying 
declarations are not admissible. (Feo- 

le vs. Taylor, 59 Cal., 650; People vs. 

asson, 65 Cal., 538.) 

A dying declaration can only be ad- 
mittea after first showing that the 
rson who makes it believes that he 
is about to die, and bas no hope of re- 
covery. It being shown that he enter- 
tains that belief, then, upon the 
assumption that he is likely to tell the 
truth under such circumstance, the 
statements which he makes in that 
connection, detailing the facts and cir- 
cumstances under which he has re- 
ceived any injuries from which he may 
be suffering, and how, or at whose 
hands they were received, are admissi- 
ble in evidence, to be weighed by the 
jury like any other evidence in the 
case. But, even then, his opinion is 
not to be received as to whether he is 
dying of wounds or of disease, or as to 
what 1 injuries (if there be 
several of them] are no his death. 
We perceive no other prejudicial error. 
Judgment and order reversed.

HORTICULTURAL 


Gas Treatment for Red Scale to be 
* Investigated. 

The Horticultural Commission met 
at9 a.m. yesterday.

DEPRECIATION IN EASTERN FARM 
PROPERTY. | 


We referred a few days ago to the 
depreciation of farm property which 
has taken place in New England. This 
condition of affairs is, it appears, not 
confined to that section. A New York 
man, wishing to purchase a farm near 
his old home in Pennsylvania, adver- 
tised in the Pittsburgh papers, and re- 
ceived 182 offers of land in that neigh- 
borhpod, which set him to investi- 
gating the shrinkage of values. In an 
account of his search for a farm, he 
says that the farmers of Western 
Pennsylvania have not been making 
any money for several years past, and 
that it is impossiblé to see how they 
can make money. He says: . 

With the wool industr 8 ex- 
tinct, with the markets o cities sup- 
plied with western dressed beef, with the 
milk business “run into the ground,” and 
with wheat at 80 cents and less, what is 
there left out of which the farmers can 
make money? With great industry and 
self-denial they can barely live, while the

— This picture is not overdrawn, 
and every man who is dependent on the 
roducts of his farm for a living will verify 
at it is true. 
Numerous specific instances are given 
of a decline in farm values in the sec- 
tion referred to of from 25 to 40 per 
cent. Such being the case in many of 
the Atlantic States, it can readily be 
understood how most agriculturists 
who are able to get away are making 
preparations to move west. The chief 
difficulty is found in the fact that it 1s 
almost impossible to sell farming prop- 
erty back there, even at a great sacri- 


fice. 
VALUABLE . FOREST TREES. 
The us globulus or blue gum 


has been found to be a most valuable 
forest tree in California, for fuel pur- 
poses. Its growth is something phe- 
nomenal, resembling more, in its gar 
lier stages, the habits of a vegetable 
than those of a plant. In Australia, 
where the eucalyptus is a native, there 
are many varieties of family, 
some of which attain a height greater 
than that of the sequoia gigantea in Cal- 
ifornia. Australians say that, of all 
the varieties of eucalyptus there 
known, the blue gum is the least 
thought of. Its continued use in this 
State. in preference to other varieties 
of the same species, is due to the gen- 
eral belief that its growth is much 
more rapid than that of others. This, 
however, seems to be a fallacy,. to 
judge from a pamphlet just issued by 


giving a report on the growth of some 
species of eucalyptus in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, as observed at the Santa Mon- 
ica experimental station. Nine spe- 
cies of eucalyptus were here planted, 
on two varieties of soil, without irri’ 
gation, and their growth watched 
during a period of ten weeks, the re- 
sult being that the common blue gum, 
widely recognized as the type of all 
that is rapid among forest trees, has, 
under like conditions, been exceeded 
by all other species. 

The result of this report will prob- 
ably be a more careful investigation 
of the merits of other varieties of this 
valuable family of trees. 


THE SOUTH AMERICAN REPUB- 
L.ICS. 


To judge from a Madrid dispatch, 
published in a London paper, it will 
not be so easy for the United States to 
establish advantageous trade con- 
nections with the South American re- 
publics. This dispatch states that the 
Spanish Government has been assured 
by Chili and the Argentine Republic 
that those countries are not at all dis- 
posed to agree to any proposal on the 
part of the United States for a zoll- 
verein. According to these representa- 
tions, the governments of the two re- 
publics named are satisfied that their 
people can obtain more substantial, ef- 
fective and advantageous support from 
European trade and capital than they 
are likely to obtain by becoming mere 
satellites of the great Northern Re- 
public.

The New Cruiser San Francisco 
Slides Off the Ways. 

San FRAncisco, Oct. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A steady downpour of rain 
attended the launching of the new cruiser 
San Francisco today, and detracted consid- 
erable from the interest in the event.

Her Views About Foreign Musical 
Training for American Girls— 
Some of the Perils of Travel 
Abroad—Miss Fuller's Own Plans 
and Aspirations. 


A representative of THE Trves had 
an hour’s informal chat with Miss 
Anna Fuller, a few hours before her 
departure for her home at Azusa. 

Miss Fuller,” said the interviewer, 
“I want you to tell me frankly just 
what you think about the necessity, 
the advantages and the perils of study 
abroad. Hundreds of bright American 
girls are going every year, as you 
know. Is it really necessary? Surely 
they can get all they need here. 

“Ah! but they can not,” said Miss 
Fuller, emphatically, and then added 
earnestly, and I am sincerely sorry to 
have to say it, for I am thoroughly and 
Lwholly an American. But what can be 
gained in any art till the right method 
underlies it—its only useful founda- 
tion? A painter must know how to 
draw, a pianist must have technique 
and a vocalist must have a correct 
method. Nowhere else can one get that 
except abroad, and even these only at 
its best in Paris. After one has 
thoroughly grounded in a true method 
by Mme. Grange or Mme. Marchesi 
—for I don’t believe in Frenchmen as 
teachers—then one can go for a year 
to Berlin, and then every fine concert 
one attends, every great composer one 
meets—and they all congregate there— 
is just so much pure growth—a real 
absorption of music. There among 
the intense, thoughtful, enthusiastic 
Germans, one lives, breathes and talks 
music from morning’ till night. One 
may have studied opera and oratorio 
in Paris, but the German) ‘lieder’ 
must be conquered, and as they arose 
from the German heart, so must they 
be studied there. 

“And Italy, the classic 

pera, should one not go there also?”’

But, 
after all, a Frenchman never quite un- 
derstands an American girl. He is 
either utterly indifferent to her, or she 
is his lawful prey. Apart from this, 
girls in Paris have far less occasion, 
and less temptation, to take even an 
indiscreet step than here. American 
freedom of intercourse with men is un- 


|| known, and but little chance is given a 
student to make acquaintancés of any 


kind, and she does so in the face of ac- 
knowledged public opinion. The hun- 
dreds of American students gathered 
at any of these great centers make al- 
mest a little world of their own; the 
. is of the most complete 
and hearty kind, and the same stand- 
ard of morality exists and is 
operative there as here, where 
the trustworthiness of American girls 
is 2 felt to be one of the glories 
of the Nation.

Con- 
vinced by her fright and her papers 
that she is only unfortunate, he takes 
her to his wife, and sends for the Pro- 
fessor, who arrives to find that he is 
expected to understand English, of 
which he knows nothing at all. B 
and by, at the expense of hours dt 
grief and the bitterest mortification, 
all comes out well. A good home is 
found, aud the girl begins her work; 
but it gives one a shiver now to think 
what might have happened, and what 
final harm might have been inflicted

SEWAGE 


A Letter to the Committee Regard- 
ing its Use. 
Los ANGELES (Cal.), Oct. 24, 1889. 
To the Committee on Sewers for the City 
of Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: Permit 
me to offer, for your consideration, 
some thoughts in the line of your work 


It has become a truism to say there 
is nothing so important, at the present 
time, to Los Angeles as good sewerage. 
There is one thing only that compares 
with it in importance and that is cheap 
power for manufacturing purposes. 
Jn this communication I have some- 
thing to say about both—about the 
outfall of our séwage, and the utiliza- 


in the way of supplying mechanical 
power ata minimum cost. I may say 
also that my plan somewhat conflicts 
with my vote at the recent sewer bond 
election. My plan is as follows: 

First—To carry all the sewage of the 
city to some point southwest of the 
city limits, from which all portions of 
the city can be most directly and 
economically sewered. It is possible 
that point may be in the direction 
indicated in the old plan. I am free to 
92 that that is my conviction now.

nd—At the point supposed let 
the sewage undergo some clarifying, 
and, if necessary, some deodorizing 
process. The latter may not be neces- 
sary in view of further considerations.

Third—Let us now go back to a 

int on the Los Angeles River where 

t crosses the south line of the city, or 
better, perhaps, to a point further 
north—as far north as Second street if 
ible. At the west levee of the 
river let us begin a flume, say 10 feet 
wide and as deep as n for 
our oe At the river it would 
need to be deep enough to drain the 
water from the gravel bed of the river, 
and would probably require a depth of 
20 feet. Here the flume would require 
strong masonry, with a suitable flood- 
te to regulate the flow of water into 

e flume, with such protection back of 
the gate, in the way of riprapping, etc., 
as to prevent the sand from entering 
the flume. This flume is intended to 
run first to the point mentioned above 
in 1 and 2, at which point it is intended 
to have the sewage enter it after first 
being clarified. From this point it 
may continue in a southwest course as 
far as it is designed to carry the sew- 
age—being inclosed to prevent any 
escape of sewer gas. 

Fourth—Between the se and the 
water from the river bed, of which there 
is far more even in summer than will 
ever be — we have a Vr of 
comparatively pure water, flowin 
down toward the ocean with a fall o 
fifteen or twenty feet. to the mile, or 

icient to give us.a water power 
aps every three-quarters of a mile 
tween the river and the sea. There 
could be several before the sewage is 
received into the flume, at one of 
which the city may have its own plant 
for electric lighting, at a mere nominal 
cost, for all the future. The others 
may be rented to various manufactur- 
ing concerns, thus affording a constant 
source of revenue to the city and sup- 
plying a very cheap power for the use 
of manufacturers. 

And right here let me say that my 
conviction is that Los Angeles needs 
| manufactories er ore than she 

needs sewerage, as badly as she needs 
this. For unless we can furnish em- 
ployment for the people they will go 
where theycan find it. 

Fifth—At each point of direct fall in 
the flume, overshot, undershot or tur- 
bine water wheels may be placed with 
proper inclosures so as to prevent all 
escape of sewer gas from the flume. 
Over each incl wheel let there be a 
12-inch iron chimney or smoke-stack, 
and from a small furnace let there be 
poured into the chimney a current of 
smoke from a slow fire of brea in the 
furnace. This will not only produce a 
draft upward for carrying off the 
libera sewer gas,if there be any, 
but it will completely deodorize it be- 
—— hg can reach the top of the smoke-

Further details it is not necessary for 
me to present at this time. This lays 
before you an outline of my plan of 
sewerage and the utilization of sewage, 
for which I only ask a respectful con- 
sideration, for I have given it only at 
the request of several citizens. This, 
you will see, does not contemplate the 
final disposal of the sewage, but my 
opinion is that even Santa Monica 
would not object to having this water 
flow into the sea four miles away. She 
might possibly want it nearer for the 
commercial perfume it will have. 

If I have failed to make clear any 
point mentioned I shall be pleased 
explain.

THE OF OCTOBER 


IN HISTORY. 


II., born in Rome, suc- 
ceeded Pascal I. to the Papal See in 
824. At a council which he held at 
Rome in 826, a mandate was issued 
that the members of the church should 
learn to read and write.

Indeed, 
the reputation of Calvin and his fol- 
lowers is deeply concerned in this 
transaction, which nv one, even his 
warmest admirers, will venture to pal- 
liate or excuse. Servetus was a Span- 
jard by birth, destined for the law by 
his father and sent to study at Tou- 
louse. There he devoted himself to 
theological rather than legal studies, 
and the result was a Latin treatise 
“On the Mistakes of the Trinity.” 
which he published at the age of 22. 


equally offensive to Protestants and 
Catholics, and it excited such hostility 
against him that he deemed it prudent 
to change his name. Servetus ther. 
studied medicine with marked success, 
and it appears from a passage in his 
writings that he was the first to pro- 
pound the theory of the circulation of 
the blood which, in the following cen- 
tury, was experimentally demonstrated 
by Harvey. He attained such eminence 
in his profession that he came to be re- 

arded as the ablest physician in 
France. Servetus might have ended 
his days in tranquillity had he kept 
aloof from religious discussions. A 
new book, in which he propounded 
afresh his views on the Trinity, caused 
his arrest and examination. rvetus, 
however, managed to escape in the 
night from his prison, and after three 
months’ concealment, he made his way 
to Italy, intending to establish himseif 
at Naples. 12 some unaccount- 
able infatuation, he chose to pursue 
pis journey through Switzerland and 
Geneva, arriving in the latter town 
about the middle of July, 1553. 
He dwelt at an inn about a month, aud 
was on the point of continuing bis 
journey, when he was arrested in the 
name of the Geneva Council and com- 
mitted to prison. A long list of 
charges on the ground of 
drawn up by Calvin, who had rocured 
his arrest, was produced in court 
against the unfortunate stranger. 
After a long trial be was, October 26, 
1568, sentenced to death by burning, 
and the senterce was carried out on 
the following day. To the end, Serve- 
tus maintained with unflinching con- 
stancy, bis Unitarian opinions, reject- 
ing firmly the inacious exhorta- 
tions of the reformed pastor Israel, 
who attended him to the stake. His 
last words were: Jesus, thou Son of 
the eternal God, have mercy upon 
me.

PASADENA FIREMEN. 


A WELL-EQUIPPEDD FIRE DE- 
PARTMENT. 


How Pasadena Business Interests 
Are Protected—The Man and the 
Machine—A Fine Body of Fire- 


4 


The relation of the fire department 
to the business stability of a town or 
city is of a nature too well known to 
dwell upon. Without adequate pro- 
tection from fire, insurance rates are 
higher, and the business man feels 
that he is standing on an insecure 
foundation. What is Pasadena’s posi- 
tion in this respect? The stranger, in 
going ever our city with a critical eye, 
says that itis not a city, but a vast 
park, with ine homes and residences 
dropped in here and there at reason- 
able and neighborly distances, and 
that danger from fire is thus reduced 
toaminimym. This is a correct con- 
clusion. e danger of a bad fire, out 
of the immediate business center, is 
very slight. The spacious unds 
which surround the homes of Pasa- 
dena render it almost an impesssibility 
for flames to communicate from one 
place to another. 

In the business center it is different. 
Here fine blocks are massed together, 
and fire can easily spread; but we 
shall show that under the present fire 
arrangements and fire department this 
is almost an impossibility, the business 
center having facilities for putting out 
fires found in few cities of this or 
larger size. 

Pasadena has had remarkable im- 
munity from fires, and she proposes to 
keep up the record; and to this end 
the Council, in obedience to the popu- 
lar demand, purchased the fire-engine, 
a Silsby No. 2, that now stands in the 
temporary building on De Lacy street. 
The engine is the very best that could 
be provided and cost about $4600. It 
is a beauty, and is well calculated in its 
appearance and action to inspire our 
firemen with that patriotism or hero- 
ism that every old fireman knows and 
feels. The engine was named after 
the Hon. M. M. Parker, the president 
of the Board of Trustees, a fitting com- 
pliment to a hard-working and consci- 
entious public officer. The engine has 
a capacity of 700 gallons, throws four 
streams if necessary, and recently ran 
18 hours during the flood, eight with- 
out stopping; a good test of its capa- 
bilities, and suggestive of the care and 
attention given it by the efficient en- 


gineer,. Mr. Jacobs. e hos are 
attractive ones, and carry 2500 feet of 
the best hose to be had. Another cart 


is being built for the department in 
Los Angeles at Malene’s, and thus 
equipped the department will be in 
good shape. The present hook and 
adder is not all that is desired, and 
will be used in suburban work, another 
and larger one having been ordered by 
the Conpecil. hose-cart: is 
now kept at Wiley & Greeley’s stables, 
and the engine and hook and ladd 
almost directly epposite; the engineer 
and men are in the immediate vicinity, 
so that in two er three minutes the en- 
gine can be jumping up the street be- 

ind the horses, and in a mement or 
two mere steam will be up and the 
machine ready for work. The depart- 
ment has been completely overhauled, 
and is now in the best condition as re- 
ards personnel and discipline. All 
the men are well-known citizens, who 
tully appreciate their responsibilities. 
The men have perfect confidence in 
the Chief, and there is ne doubt but 
that — wa harmony will reign and 
the départment be what it should be, 
a . to the city, and have the 
confidence of the ple.

The new building for the fire de- 
partment is on the north side of Day-

ton street opposite the library building. 
It was designed by Mr. Buchanan, 
and built by Mr. Webster, and is very 
satisfactory. The writer could see but 
one point to criticise: The stairs 
should bave been straight instead of 
winding, with a slide-board; this can 
be remedied if desired. This building 
is substantially built, two stories, sur- 
mounted by a belfry which will con- 
tain probably a 1000-pound bell, not 
less than 700 in any event. The call- 
men will sleepin the upper story, the 
engineer 50 feet away, directly across 
the street, and the Chief and others 
will have electric alarms in their bed- 
rooms, and will live near at band. 
The men will reach the lower story at 
an alarm by using two sliding polished 
metallic rods, and the building will 


have all the appliances and contri- 
vances suggested by modern invention.

On the lower floor the engine will 
stand, and at the tap of the bell En- 
gineer Jacobs will be away.

With horses in one place, man in an- 
other, and no electric alarm, itisa 
wonder that anything could be accom- 
plished. With the new outfit came 
several fire extinguishers; also a good 
system of electric alarms, comprising 
ten boxes, provided by the City Coun- 
cil.

The evgine is taken out often, and the 
horses ed out of doers three times 
a week. 

The security the city has at the 
center is not generaily known. 

ipes of three water companies meet 

ere; their many plugs and hydrants 
being available; Chief Engineer Jacobs 
informing the writer that he could in 
a very few moments put 10 streams of 
water on buildingsin the vicinity of 
the First National Bank, or about the 
center. The Orange Grove Company’s 
pipe has a pressure of 40 pounds to the 
square inch; the Lake Vineyard 60 
pounds. There are hydrants or plugs 
about here as follows: Two between 
Kansas and Celorado, on Fair Oaks; 
two between Colorado and Union, on 
Fair Oaks; three between Colorado 
and Raymond, on Colorado, and three 
between Fair Oaks and Delacy, on 
Colorado. These the fire department 
considers amply sufficient to control a 
fire in the heart of the city. We have 
beenalongtime getting this protec- 
tion in shape, but the city can be con- 
gratulated in having a department 
that will ＋ it on a par with other 
cities of like size in the country.

A WOULD-BE ROBBER, 
— 
HE TRIES TO “HOLD UP” MR. 
AND uns ©. A. WHITE, 


And is Neatly and Expeditiously 
Captured and Turned Over to 
the Authorities — He Tackled, 
Unawares, an ex-Chief of Police 
of Virginia City. 


At 6 o’clock last evening C. A. White 
and wife of Holliston avenue, Pasa- 
dena, who had been to Los Angeles, 
were driving along Orange Grove ave- 
nue, and when opposite E. H. Lock- 
wood’s house, a man stepped out from 
behind a live-oak tree, and pointing a 
revolver at Mr. White’s face, ordered 
him to throw up his hands and give up 
his money.

When, in defiance of authority and 
custom, it sometimes occurs that those 
of a like totem wed, it is considered a 
life-long disgrace to the contracting 
parties and their friends. These 
crests of each tribe are carved on their 
canoes, their houses, their utensils, but 
— of all on the tall poles, which 

erected on the death of 


the head of the family. Venera- 


tion of their ancestors is a dis- 
tiaguishing trait among the people. and 
on the decease of the head of a fam- 
ily, his heir erects, generally in front 
of the house, a pole on which is ed 
more or leas elaborately the symbols 
and genealogy of his clan. These 
les are the bodies of trees, some- 
imes of enormous size, and are cov- 
ered all over with the peculiar em- 
blems of the tribe. When the pole is 
ready to be put in place a great feast, 
called a pot-latch, is given, not to the 
immediate relatives, but to neighbor- 
ing clans, and members of the same 
clan as the deceased are expected to 
share in the labors and expenses of the 
occasion. Their social prestige finds 
expression in these feasts and poles, 
and they frequently impoverish them- 
selves in the effort to outdo their 
neighbors in these matters. The line 
of descent isin the female; a man’s 
heir is not his own son, but his sis- 
ter’s aon.

The weeds had so overgrown 
the latter that only the hideous head 
was visible. The wolf had evidently 
been carved to look as if leaping over 
some obstruction, as the hind legs are 
drawn up close under the body; but 
whatever the obstacle that crossed its 
path, it has disappeared, and it is left 
poised on its front legs, with the hind 


makes one weary. The houses of the 
natives are rude cabins, some of log 
some frame buildings, all unpainted 
and squalid-looking; but some of the 
shabbiest houses t of the most 
elaborate totem poles. One house has 
two in front of it, looking very old and 
weather-worn; one of them is sur- 
mounted by a carved whale, and in the 
moss which has accumulated on the 
image a tall fern has taken root and 
— grows out of the whale’s 
head. ezgetation is luxuriant about 
all the houses. Some of the rude 
flights of steps leading up to the doors 
are almost hidden in tall ferns and 
weeds. Timothy and white clover

ere measuring five feet in length, and 
even longer. 

All along the beach and in front of 
almost every house one sees the slender 
canoes, without which the native 
would be poor indeed. These are 
hollowed out of cedar logs and after- 
ward steamed into shape by being 
filled with heated stones, on which 
water is poured until the canoe be- 
comes supple enough to yield to braces 
of wood, which give it its beautiful 
outlines. They have no oars, but navi- 
gate them by broad wooden paddles. | 
Capt. Hunter, who kindly acted as 
escort for a lot of pilgrims in rubber 
boots, led us up a long flight of steps 
made of boulders, placed between two 
houses, so close together we could on!

The two church buildings belong, 
one to the Catholic Mission, the other 
to the Presbyterian. The Presby- 
terian Mission was established here in 
1887, with Mrs. A. R. McFarland in 
charge, and Clah, a converted Indian 
from Fort Simpson, as helper. Soon 
after, a home and training-school for 
Indian girls was instituted here. 
Quite recently the home burned down, 
and only the Government school exists 
here now. 

At the extreme end of the one street,

SERMONS. 


We sometimes hear the question 
asked, Is life worth living?’ In 
answering this inquiry, there is still 
another question of over whelming im- 
portance. to “be considered in connec- 
tion with it. It is this: For what pur- 
pose is life given us? It is the end to 
be attained which makes existence 
valuable or otherwise. If this be all of 
life—these shadowy, fleeting days, into 
almost every one of which some sorrow 
creeps,and into all of which someshade 
of disappointment must enter—we well 
may hesitate before we repiy. 

If we look, too, at the number of 
wasted lives, given over to dissipation 
and folly, and, worse still, to crime, 
the question comes home to us with 
more potency than ever. 

If we consider, also, the butterfly ex- 
istence of many, living simply for pleas- 
ure, having no delight in anything be- 
yond social display and idle gayety, 
the question again recurs to us, “Is 
life worth living?“ If we look at the 
world of business, and see men whose 
every energy is devoted to securing 
wealth, who have no thought nor am- 
bition beyond their business pursuits, 
yet who battle bravely with disappoint- 
ment, and evince an unconquerable 
heroism in overcoming the obstacles in 
the way to their success, and ultimately 
win all that they have struggled for, 
so thatin the evening of their days they 
can sit down in the enjoyment of what 
they have achieved, can we, if this 
bo all—if beyond the evening 
of old age, with the inflrmities 
and the failing strength, and the 
weakening faculties there be no glad 
morning for the spirit—assert that life 
is worth living?

It is a force projected 
into allthe eternal future. Nothing 
can hinder its being felt, nothing can 
annihilate its individuality. 

It is not those who contemplate life 
with a large spiritual vision, who rec- 
ognize their obligations to a divine 
power, and bear about them a con- 
tinued sense of responsibility who 
raise the sad interrogation which 
voices the spirit of skepticism, Is 
lite worth living?“ They are like the 
brook which runs always, singing to 
the sea. Over them always are the 
bending skies of Infinite Love. Faith 
reveals to them the silver lining to 
every cloud. In the misfortunes, dis- 
appointments, trials and sorrows of 
their needed disci- 
pline. No doubt overwhelms them, 
and beyond life’s vexing cares they are 
assured that there is peace and rest. 
They have the spirit of the warrior, 
and they do brave battling with 
wrong. Though wounded sometimes, 
their eyes are fixed upon the glorious 
banner of Christ's Righteousness. 
Beyond the battlements of time 
is the crown which their Great 
Captain—the Lord of Hests—has 
in reserve for them—and there are

the redeemed in the chambers of the 
skies. And what is more, there is 
eternal life, eternal progress, eternal 
joy. Ah, is not life worth living with 
all these at the end? 

But, as night falls upon the world, 
so does night sometimes fall upon the 
soul—a night of doubt, of blind 
questioning and unbelief. Human 
lips could scarcely frame a sadder 
petition than the one said to have 
been offered by a poor, trembling 
soldier upon the eve of battle:

THE ASYLUM. 
Located at Harlem, if the Governor 

Approves, 
{San Bernardino Courier, Oct. 28. 

Yesterday the commission voted for 
the Harlem site, and, although they 
ostensibly refused to disclose the pro- 
ceedings, it was soon known over town 
what had been the result. 

The tract selected yesterday takes in 
an area of 338 acres, including the 
whole Harlem tract, with hotel and 
springs. Tae Harlem tract of itself 
has an area of 100 acres, while a belt 
of 238 acres adjoining has been added 
to make up the site. 

The Harlem tract, with its 100 acres, 
has, by the use of irrigation, a greater 
productive capacity than 1000 acres of 
eastern land, than 500 acres of the best 
of land in the non-irrigating districts 
of Northern Calitornia. But Dr. 
Wilkins, who, while avery good au- 
thority on insanity, doubtless, is yet a 
rather amateurish sort of an agricul- 
turist, kept insisting that the commis- 
sion should secure a whole county side 
for a site for farming purposes. He 
was wrong, for he knew nothing of the 
productive capacity of San Bernardino 
land under irrigation. . .. 

In land like that of the Harlem 
country, on which two and, indeed, 
three, crops can be grown during the 
year, 150 acres would have been quite 
sufficient for grounds and farm. 

The asylum, if the site is approved 
by the Governor, will be located in the 
center of the sub-tropical paradise of 
Southern California, in a region where 
the strawberry is a perennial, where 
the wild flowers bloom in beautiful 
fragrance in February and March, and 
where the bananas winter without the 
slightest shelter. Climatically, the site 
occupies the center of the foothill 
Eden. From Base Line the land rises 
in grand and gradual slope to the 
north. The hotel overlooks the valley, 
— the asylum ought to be higher up 
still. 

In this famous Highland region the 
summer climate is, while warm, never 
oppressively hot, for the elevated slopes 
are constantly fanned by a bracin 
breeze which is laden with health an 
invigoration. The nights are warmer 
in the spring and fall than in the va- 
‘ley, and perhaps somewhat, though 
very little, warmer in the summer. 
During winter, indeed, the temper- 
ature, both day and night, is several 
degrees warmer than that of the valley. 
Climatically, the Highland region 1s 
unexcelled on earth—unequaled else- 
where in California. 

As to the land, it will grow the sub- 
tropical fruits in what is the standard 
of perfection. For alfalfa or deciduous 
trees there is no better land in Califor- 
nia. Vegetables attain perfection on 
the lower levels. 

There is no objection that can be 
urged against the Harlem tract relative 
to climate, elevation, production, 
hygiene, drainage, view, scenic sur- 
roundings. or sanitary situation. The 
hot mineral water that goes with the 
tract is worth a great deal of money 
itself. It is a splendid stream and of 
volume enough to treat thousands of 
patients daily. 

Harlem is situated about five miles to 
the northeast of San Bernardino, with 
which it is connected by the San Ber- 
nardino and Harlem Motor Ro

ALL FOR INHABITANTS. 


A Great Scheme to Subsidize In- 
dian Reservations. 
[San Diego Sun. 

The question of a local land subsidy 
for a transcontinental railroad could 
be settled in a short time, with the co- 
operation of Congress and the Interior 
Department. There are nine Indian 
reservations in this county, covering 
an immense amount of arable territory, 
any one of which would more than ac- 
commodate all of the Indians in the 
district, leaving eight separate tracts 
available for the purpose named. 
It would provide for the 
removal of the Indians, and tho trans- 
fer of the land left unoccupied to 
San Diego county. we could then bar- 

n with the Union Pacific on the 
asis of the half million dollar subsidy 
which, we are assured, wouid bring in 
the road. No better use could be 
made of the reservation than that to 
which the railroad company would put 
them. The first step of the new own- 


ers would be to survey and sub-divide 


the land, placing small tracts on the 
market at a nominal price to all wo 
would come here on Union Pacific 


trains under contract to settle. 
The amount of advertising tho 
soil and climate of this region 


would get can be set down as one of 
the advantages of the dicker. Once 
the railroad had fairly begun its col- 
onizing work this county would wit- 
ness such an influx of eastern farmers 
as would soon turn the balance of 
trade, now so much against us, de- 
cidedly in our favor. 

Congress will meet in December. In 
the meantime the Sun’s proposal can be 
thoroughly canvassed, and if deemed 
feasible the right sort of pressure may 
be brought to bear upon Congressman 
Vandever and Secretary Noble.
